It has been supposed that the 
thy roid gland has something to do 
with these individual differences. 
We k noxv tha.t the thy roid is the 
energy regulator of the body. The 
person with an overactive thy roid 
is alway s warm, throws the*bed­ 
clothes off in cold weather and 
perspires on New Year's Day , 
while the low thy roid secre'or is 
alway s chilly , the extreme exam­ 


ple being the my xoedeuna patient 
Tho wears flannel underwear in 
July . 
But above such personal varia­ 
tions the mass of mank ind reacts 
more or less the same to weather 
charges. 
Huntington, one of the 
earliest students of the subject of 
weather, made a study of several 
thousand mill operatives in New 
England 
and in 
the 
Southern 
States and also of 1,700 students 
at Annapolis and West Point. His 
measurement of 
efficiency 
was 
productiveness ana ne found that 
a maximum temperature of 68 F. 
and a minimum of 38 F. is the most 
favorable for th? maximum effort. 
Above and below those points 
(outside temperature) production 
dropped. 
Humidity , wind move­ 
ment and especially temperature 
changeableness from day to day 
were also factors.

XX hi Ie our comfort or discomfort 
in hot weather depends upon those 
four factors—tempera lure,humid­ 
ity , barometric pressure and air 
movement—we have defense mech­ 
anism against only one of them— 
temperature. But our bodies have 
not nearly as good cooling sy stems 
as our automobiles. 
Modern way s of life have done 
a great deal to adjust us to the 
American summers. Not only the 
electric fan and the air cooling 
sy stems, but all our clothing and 
our food, and the amount of work 
ive do.

And y et, the period since 1929 
has seen a persistent and continu­ 
ing growth 
in enrollm ent, 
said 
Dr. H ow ard L. Bex is, president of 
Ohio S tate University and cha ir­ 
m an of the council. 
“T he student population of Ohio

U niversity 
increased 
be­ 
tween 1929 
and 1940 
by nearly 
one-half," 
he 
said. 
“The 
other 
m em ber institutions had com par­ 
able increases.”
